ROK TO ALLOW FOREIGN INVESTMENT IN STOCK MARKET

[Text] Seoul, Jan. 14 (YONHAP)—The Korean Government has decided to allow 
limited foreign investment in Korea's stock market this year, and to open the 
local stock market and liberalize Korea's international capital transactions 
completely by 1990. 


Finance Minister Yi Sung-yun told a news conference Wednesday that beginning 
some time this year, foreigners will be allowed to buy Korean beneficiary 
certificates through Korean brokerages or Korea-foreign joint venture agencies. 


The government also plans to allow limited direct foreign investment in Korea's 
market by 1985, and to issue Korean stocks in overseas markets by the end of 
this decade, the target for the complete liberalization of capital transactions 
in Korea, Yi said. 


Stressing the need to open the Korean stock market in order to meet rising demand 
for foreign capital, Yi said that Korean investment firms would be allowed this 
year to issue special beneficiary certificates which foreign security companies, 
banks and other banking institutions could sell only to foreign investors. 


The government is also considering creating a "Korea fund," a mutual fund which 
would invest in Korean stocks and issue its own beneficiary certificates for 
foreign investors. “Local security companies could form joint ventures with 
foreign companies to sell the certificates," Yi said. 


Yi said that the government would soon issue detailed guidelines for implementing 
the measure, after consulting with the International Financing Corp. and some 
other international banking institutions. 


The government has already allowed Japan's Nomura Security Co. to open a branch in

CRUDE OIL PRICE RISE--Seoul, Jan. 9 (YOWHAP) [YONHAP NEWS AGENCY is result of 
merger of HAPTONG and ORIENT PRESS ]--Korea's crude oil import price for this 
year is expected to average about 36 to 37 U.S. dollars per barrel, the Korea 
International Economic Institute said Friday. In a forecast of world petroleum 
supply and demand picture for 1981, the institute said that Korea is likely to 
see a 20-percent rise in oil prices this year, considering fo eign exchange 
rates and the additional costs of production resulting from prejected crude oil 
price increase. By March the world crude supply and demand should have been 
roughly balanced at 48.5 million barrels a day, the institute said. After 
April, the world is unlikely to suffer from the sharp crude oil price hikes seen 
last year, even if four Persian Gulf oil-producing countries cut back their pro- 
duction for fear of an oversupply, and even if the armed conflict between Iran 
and Iraq continues, the institute said.

RICE PRICE HIKES VIEWED--Seoul, Jan. 9 (YOMNHAP)--Korea's Deputy Premier-Economic 
Planning Minister Sin Yong-yun said Friday that the rises in the price of 
government-held rice would be held below 10 percent this year ia order to help 
stabilize the livelihood of the general public. Sin said that the three in- 
creases last year in the price of government-held rice caused a 48.6—percent 
rise in the price of privately sold rice, contributing “considerably” to a 44.2- 
percent rise in wholesale prices during the year and a 34.6-percent increase in 
retail prices. Sin said that the government would also hold increases in utili- 
ties and other public costs down to 15 percent, and curb hikes in transportation 
fares and prices of coal briquette and other daily necessities as much as possi- 
ble. He added that he hoped private enterprises would hold down raises for 
their employees this year, noting that the government would raise wages for 
public officials by only 10 percent or so. [Text] [SK090239 Seoul YONHAP in

INDUSTRIAL WAGES—-Seoul, Jan. 13 (YONHAP)-—-The wages of Korean industrial workers 
have increased 9.2-fold in nominal terms during the last 10 years. According to 
an Office of Labor Affairs tally released Monday, the average Korean industrial 
worker earned 171,200 won (259.40 U.S. dollars) last October, compared to 18,590 
won in October 1970, and 45,700 won in the same month of 1975. (One U.S. dollar 
now equals about 660 won.) Miners’ wages jumped the most during the decade, 
11.3-fold (to an average of 205,700 won), followed by transportation and ware- 
housing workers (10.5-fold, to 201,900 won), and those in manufacturing (9.7-fold, 
to 147,000 won). The average monthly wage for construction workers was 254,960 
won, a 4.1-fold jump since 1975.

ROK TO AID TRADING FIRMS--Seoul, Jan. 15 (YONHAP)--The Korean Government plans 

to help trading firms make up losses suffered because of th. soaring value of 

the U.S. dollar on local foreign exchange markets. Finance Minister Yi Sung-yun 
announced the plan Wednesday, saying it was one of several emergency measures 
being prepared to help trading firms and other companies overcome their current 
financial difficulties and revive their business. Yi, meeting with representa- 
tives of trading and industrial firms facing snowballing foreign debts because of 
the soaring cost of the U.S. dollar in Korean won, said that the government began 
developing the plan when it became apparent that the firms could not cover their 
losses on their own.

1980 REVENUES, TRADE DEFICIT--Seoul, Jaa. 15 (YONHAP)--Korea's tax revenue last 
year totaled 6.4 trillion won (some 9.7 billion U.S. dollars), according to 
Economic Planning Board (EPB) statistics released Thursday. The statistics 
showed inland revenue, including corporate and personal income taxes, reached 
4.4 trillion won, custom duties 700 billion won, and monopoly income 500 billion 
won. The total equals 99.8 percent of the target set by the government last 
year, EPB officials said. The statistics showed that Korea's current account 

of international paymente incurred a deficit of 5.5 billion U.S. dollars. The 
1980 trade balance was also 4.7 billion dollars, with c »mmodity exports totaling 
17.2 billion dollars while imports amounting to 21.9 billion dollars. in 
invisible trade, too, the deficit reached 1.3 billion dollars, with earnings 
reported at 5.2 billion dollars vs. payments of 6.5 billion dollars, according 
to the mt statistics.

{Text} Seoul, Dec 30 (HAPTONG)--The government today uamed Kang Yong-hun, 
director of the National Security and Foreign Affaire Institute, as new Korean 
ambassador to Great Britain as part of a eajor reshuffle involving 16 ranking 
diplomats. 


Kang replaces Amb. Han Pyo-wuk who is transferred home as ambassador-at-large. 


Also called home in the reshuffle are Ambassador to Switzerland Chan-ho, 
Ambassador to Thailand Kim In-lavon and Ambassador to Tunisia Hong 11. 


Named to succeed Amb. Song was Chong To-eun, currently head of the Korean 
diplomatic mission in Kenya, and Ham Yong-hun's ambassadorial post in Jakarta 
went to Han Wu-sok while Amb. Kwon Tae-wung, at present accredited to Nepal, 
was mace new Korean ambassador to Thailand. 


Amb. Chong was replaced by Chae Ui-sok who was succeeded as ambassador to 
Cameroon by Pyon Chong-hyon, consul genera!) in Milan, Italy. 


The reshuffle also included the naming of Assistant Foreign Minister Pak 
Sang-yong as new Korean ambassador in Geneva. 


Named as new ambassador to Nepal was Kime Kyong-eu, director of the Consular 
Affaire and Overseas Residents Bureau, and as new ambassador to Guatemala vas 


Chong Hae-yung, a councillor at the Foreign Ministry. 


Han Taek-chae, director of the International Economic Affairs Bureau, vas 


appointed new consul-general in Cairo, replacing Kong No-myong, who was called 
home as successor of Pak Sang-yong. 


Ambassador to Burma Kia Byong-kun was also transferred home as acting chief of 
the Protocol Office of the Poreign Ministry.

{Text} Lying shead of the Socialist Working Youth League organizations today is 
the important task of intensifying revolutionary indoctrination and class indoc- 
trination among the new generation of young people while continuing to buttress 
and step up the indoctrination of the party's wmitery ideology as main guidance. 


Eepecially important in this context is the problem of indoctrinating young 
people to hate boundlessly the U.S. imperialists and other imperialists and to 


fight them uncompromisingly.

"The problem to be stressed most emphatically in clase indoctrination is to 
cultivate hatred for imperialists among workers.

ism. These people, numbering less than a handful, monopolize governmental pover 
and most of the means of production in capitalist countries and dominate politics 
and economy for their vwhia. 











These heartless wretches try to make limitlessly high profite. As a result, they 
exploit and plunder mercilessly the workere of their own countries; not being 
content withal, they invade other countries to enslave people under their rule and 
to commit reckless plundere. In thie manner, these rascale trample mercilessly 
on the autonomy of the masses of workers abroad as well as in their own countries. 


Aggression and perpetration are the inborn nature of the imperialists, which can- 
not be changed until the day of their own ruin. 


Imperialiste are the abominable, cruel and crafty enemies of the people. 


Although imperialists are now treading on the downhill road of their own ruin, they 
are still maintaining the fortress of reaction with their vast military and 
economic power. 


Therefore, imperialists are the most dangerous and formidable enemies opposing 
the revolutionary potential, and they are the ringleaders and protectors of all 
the class enemies and people's enemies. Looking into the reactionary force of any 
country in the world today, we will invariably find imperialists in ite core or 
behind ite cloak. 


Of all imperialists, the most evil and sinister one is the U.S. imperialists. 


The U.S. imperialists began their aggression against our country more than 100 
years ago, and they stand as our sworn enemies who have inflicted all kinds of 
pain and misery upon the people of Korea. The U.S. imperialists are not only the 
bloody enemies of the Korean people but aleo the common enemies of the entire 
people of the world. Wo place in the five continents of the world today is free 
from the gripping hands of the U.S. imperialists, and not a single day passes 
without their shedding the blood of innocent people wherever their footsteps touch. 
Indeed, the U.S. imperialists are the gangleaders of contemporary imperialien, the 
principal conspirators of war and aggression, the bastion of all reactionary 
forces in the world, the military police of international society, and the most 
gigantic exploiters and perpetrators on the international scene. 


Thus, imper! lists, and the U.S. imperialiste in particular, stand ase the worst 
enemies of the class and the foremost enemies of mankind. For this reason, anti- 
imperialist indoctrination is bound to take the most important place in the class 
indoctrination work which prepares people and youth for class struggle. 


Another reason for the primacy of anti-imperialist indoctrination in the class 
indoctrination work is the fact that the vanquishment of imperialiem is the basic 
requirement of the great revolutionary task to accomplish the historic mission of 
the working class.

“Today there is a worldwide agricultural failure due to a cold front, and many 
countries are suffering from a food shortage." 


Today the world is facing a food crisis. Mankind is crying for help in an 
unprecedented disaster caused by the food crisis. 


The food crisis is spreading to many continents on earth like a commmicable 
disease. Hunger and famine covering the whole world with fear. 


The abnormal climate phenomena which started in the early 1970's brought about a 
number of unfavorable weather conditions again this year—"fierce heat waves," 
severe drought, “unseasonably cold weather," torrential rains, and the greatest 
typhoons in several decades. 


Many countries are suffering from crop losses and, because of that, several hundred 
million people in the world are starving or dying on the road due to malnutrition. 


The food crisis prevailing throughout the world now poses social and political 
problems, and in some countries it is ewen causing government crises and social 
turmoil. The people are barely able to lead their desparate daily lives amid 


worry, misgivings, and urest. 


There has never been such a time as this; the seriousness of the food problem has 
reached such a grave stage that the existence of mankind itself is threatened by 
the serious food probles. 


Desperate cries of "Give ue rice" or "Give us bread” are coming from many 
continents on earth. 











Several tens of thousands of newspapers throughout the world are headlining the 
tragedies caused by the food crisis every day, “foretelling” the future of mankind 
as being hopeless. 


Several tens of millions of people in the world are starving to death every year. 


A quarter of the world's population is going hungry, and a billion people are 
suffering from ealnutricion. 


An unprecedented famine is spreading throughout the continent of Africa today. 
In the region of Bast Africa just south of the Sahara Desert, several tens of 


millions of people are going hungry, waging « life-and-death struggle with hunger 
with no hope for their future. 


History still reminds ue the tragedy of 1972-1974 caused by drought in the Sahil, 
in which mre than 300,000 people died of hunger. However, experts say the 
current food crisis in Africa is far more serious than that. In a certain country 
on that continent, it is said that 2 million people are 

within a 2-month period if an international food aid program does not go into 
effect iumediately. 


Most countries in East Africa had agricultural failures during the past 2 or 3 
years because of severe drought, and a great oumber of 
with “the worst famine of the 1970's." A foreign language repo 
miserable conditions such as this: "Ten million people in East Africa 
with a serious drought and famine now, and 
a desperate condition. In vast fields of this region there is nothing edible. 
Because of the drought, there is no water in the rivers. There is no smoke 
out of the villages because there is no cooking going on there. Dead bodies of 
household pets are strewn along the roadside." 











Such tragic sights as these are seen not only in Africa but in other places. 


In many capitalist countries, several hundred million people are going hungry 
today. In recent years these countries have systematically suffered from crop 


losses and now are experiencing unprecedented food shortages. 


In the State of Arkansas in the United States, 50 percent of the bean and corn 
crops were lost due to the serious heat wave, called “death heat." In the 
southern, northern, and eastern parts of the State of Montana, 90 percent of the 
agricultural crops were damaged. Also in the Midwest and the Southwest, which are 
called the major grain areas of the United States, agricultural crops were lost 
almost entirely due to drought and heat waves. 


Thus in the United States, the price of food has gone up very high and an 
absolute majority of workers are suffering from food shortages. 











Today, several hundred sillion children are going hungry in the world, 


In the capitalist countries alone, about 165 awillion children are not eating 
properly or are suffering from hunger, and 15 million children are dying of 
malnutrition every year. 


The chairman of the World Food Council said: "One out of ewery three children 
dies of malnutrition or of disease within the S-aonth period after birth. Some 
250,000 children lose their eyesight due to the lack of vitamin E, and 200 million 
children suffer from goiter due to the lack of iodine." 


In the European Economic Community countries alone, 5 aillion children are living 
in very poor conditions. 


In South Africa, 100,000 African children less than 5 years of age starve to death 
every year; one of every two children dies before reaching even 10 years of age. 


The children there chew newspapers because they have nothing to eat. 


In Guatemala, 75 percent of the children less than 5 years of age suffer from 
malnutrition or disease. 


In the United States, which they say is “the welfare society for everybody," 
4,000 children died of hunger during the past year alone. In England, 1 million 
children are suffering from severe hunger. 


In a certain Asian country, about 100,000 children are dying of malnutrition, it 
is said. 


The circumstances in Latin America are the same. 


A Venezuelan scholar said that 35 million children are living in very poor condi- 
tions in Latin American countries. He predicted that the circumstances 
these children would become worse by the year 2000; more than 44 million of them 
would be faced with a life of semistarvation. 


In the world today, the number of children who are wandering beggare is increasing 
day after day. 


Some people sell their precious children to others or throw them away on the 
roadside. Besides these tragedies, the miseries of suicides are being caused 
due to lack of livelihood. 


The children in Ireland, going hungry, have such skinny faces and legs that they 
cannot even stand up. 
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The waves of famine are fiercely attacking Asian countries, aleo. 


In @ certain Asian country, several hundred thousand people die of maloutrition 
every gonth. In another country, « great many people have gone into the sountains 
to search for food. They are barely surviving on the roote of banana trees. 


Newepapers, news agencies, and broadcaste report on the food crisis of the world 
every day, expressing their great concern. 


An American journal, SCIENCE DIGEST, pointed out:
